According to our interpretation of the complex genus 

Sesuvium, there are six species in Texas. One of these, S. 

verrucosum Raf., is found in the interior of west and north- 

w'est Texas, and, of special intere.st, when dry the plants ai c 
usually a light browm or tan-color. The other five taxa are 
essentially coastal with the exception of erecMm which
